BRIGHT FUTURE FOR SHEEP 


Sheop are making steady increase 
in Canada, but the Dominion has to 
axdvanec a groat distance before it can 
bo placed, among the leading sheep- 
producing countries of the world. 
The sheep and lamb population ef 
Canada in 1927 was 9,262,00, This is 
really small, when eompared with the 
sheep holdings ef some other coun- 
trics. Great Britain and Ireland have 
25,000,000; South Africa 35,000,000; 
United States 39,000,000; Australia 
30,009,009. A marketing specialist of 
the Dept. of Agriculture, after a 
thorough survey of world conditions, 
sums up the situation in this way, 

Ths production of sheep in New 
Zealand, Australia and South Africa, 
has reached the high water point, 
and cannot be expanded because of 
Hmiting climatie and geographical, 
conditions, The British Isles are also 
cramped through lack of space and 
cannot ipereage their sheep holdings. 
Canada is the logical place for fur- | 
ther expansion, With sheep proving | 
so profitable over the last few years, 


and woo], there seems to be a gold- 
en opportunity for our farmers in 
Central and Northern Alberta to lar- 
gely increzse their sheep holdings.
